Temperatures last week averaged 56.9 degrees, 9.3 degrees above nor-
mal. There was no measurable precipitation reported across the state. 
There were 6.6 days suitable for fieldwork for the week ending Novem-
ber 8, 2020. Topsoil moisture supply was rated 7 percent very short, 34 
percent short, 58 percent adequate, and 1 percent surplus. Subsoil mois-
ture supply was rated 6 percent very short, 34 percent short, 59 percent 
adequate, and 1 percent surplus. Corn harvested for grain was 90 percent 
complete, compared to the 5year average of 91 percent. Soybean harvest 
was 79 percent complete, compared to the 5-year average of 78 percent. 
Cotton harvest was 63 percent complete, compared to the 5-year average 
of 84 percent. Cotton condition was rated 3 percent very poor, 10 per-
cent poor, 38 percent fair, and 49 percent good. Rice harvest was 95 
percent complete, compared to the 5-year average of 97 percent. Winter 
wheat planted progressed to 76 percent, the same as the 5-year average. 
Winter wheat emerged was 56 percent, compared to the 5-year average 
of 54 percent. Winter wheat condition was rated 1 percent very poor, 8 
percent poor, 37 percent fair, 49 percent good, and 5 percent excellent.

Compared to last week, feeder steers and heifers sold steady to 
5.00 higher, with some instances of 5.00 to 8.00 higher. The supply 
was heavy as it seems the fall feeder run has gotten under way. Fall 
harvest is wrapping up thanks to great harvest weather. Despite 
high grain prices, some farmer feeders are showing up looking for 
something to occupy time this winter. Along with late moisture, 
that seemed to be enough to sprout wheat and provide some graz-
ing opportunities has added some buyers to the market providing a 
boost to demand. Buyers still want cattle weaned and with shots, 
but maybe not quite as hard on those without as a month ago when 
risk was just too much to take on. Boxed beef cutouts climbed this 
week with choice closing Thursday at 216.50 up 2.18 and select at 
208.24 up 9.75 compared to last Friday. Feedlot sales developed on 
Thursday at higher levels. Live sales were reported mostly 108.00-
110.00, up 3.00-4.00 and dressed sales mostly 172.00 which was 
up 5.00-8.00 compared to last week. Confirmed week to date nego-
tiated sales as of this report Friday morning total 77,874. Friday’s 
Missouri Stocker Formula consist of 6,873 head with a weighted 
average weight of 552.21 lbs. and a price value of 149.29, 0.61 
lower than last Friday. Supply included: 83% Feeder Cattle (53% 
Steers, 1% Dairy Steers, 42% Heifers, 5% Bulls); 13% Slaughter 
Cattle (1% Steers, 0% Dairy Steers, 1% Heifers, 88% Cows, 10% 
Bulls); 4% Replacement Cattle (31% Stock Cows, 52% Bred 
Cows, 4% Bred Heifers, 11% Cow-Calf Pairs, 1% Heifer Pairs). 
Feeder cattle supply over 600 lbs was 49%.
